SUBJECT:  F*  E.  R.  A.  Teachers 


Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Florida  Emergency  Relief  Adminis- 
tration, fifteen  F.E.R.A.  teachers  will  be  available  to  the  CCC 
Camps  in  Florida.  If  you  wish  to  secure  the  services  of  a teacher, 
please  send  in  the  name  and  address  of  any  teacher  in  your  com- 
mimity  that  you  would  like  to  have  assist  you  in  carrying  on 
your  educational  program.  It  will  be  necessary  that  this  teach- 
er’s name  appears  on  the  local  relief  rolls.  If  his  name  does 
not  appear  on  the  rolls,  have  him  register  at  once. 

In  case  it  is  impossible  for  you  to  find  a teacher  locally,  write 
this  office  stating  that  you  would  like  to  have  such  assistance, 
and  we  will  locate  a teacher  for  you. 

These  teachers  will  be  paid  $60,00  per  month.  We  suggest  that 
arrangements  be  made  with  your  Commanding  Officer  to  furnish  room 
and  board  to  the  male  teachers.  This  will  prove  an  added  induce- 
ment for  an  experienced  teacher  to  come  to  your  camp. 

In  cases  where  a teacher  has  been  obtained  through  the  local 
F.  E.  R.  A.  Office,  and  conditions  deem  it  necessary,  you  may 
bo  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  an  additional  teacher  through 
this  project.
